ot ice and many women were rendered 
temporarily insane by their hagrowii g 
experience. 
Many were in evening 
gowns, which afforded small protec­ 
tion. 
Several bodies were seen floit 
ing around in the wreckage and icq, 
hut no effort was made to recover any 
of them 
Colonel Astor'* body is not 
on the Carpathia and not likely to be 
on board any other ship. There is no 
trace of Major Archibald Butt, who 
probably lost his life. The Carpathia 
was asked by the cruisers Cheater ami 
Salem if she needed provisions, but 
weer told that the supply was plen­ 
tiful.

Stability of the Skyscraper. 
The recent demolition of one of the 
first skyscrapers erected In New York 
city was the occasion of a number of 
surprises to inquirers aud scientific 
men aud proved conclusively the sta­ 
bility of the steel construction frame. 
Very many eminent civil engineers 
have coutended from the outset that 
no steel frame could possibly escape 
rust and that sooner or later the build­ 
ing must collapse from this cause. 
The New York skyscraper, however, 
was found in excellent condition, es­ 
pecially the steel purt of it, which 
showed no signs whatever of deteriora­ 
tion from rust, although some of the 
rivets were slightly corroded. 
The 
paint, however, had almost entirely 
disappeared, owing to some kiud of 
chemical action. 
This proved the ne­ 
cessity of some better and more dura­ 
ble kind of paint. 
But th** most surprising part of the 
examination 
was that the building 
showed 
the greatest 
stability 
Just 
where 
the experts 
predicted 
there 
would be the most decay—that is. In 
those parts surrounded by or Incased 
in mortar.
